The Delivery of the Law in Ten, 
Particulars, given forth by Wif- 
dom to a Tran fated Spirit * 

T Hefe are the Laws of Paradifc y 
which muft be obferved by Alt 
who fet footing there, according as 
thev were declared and given forth by

Wifdom , as I was in the Spirit. Who 
thus fpake unto me ; 

Having caution’d thee that thou 
maift not he fccure, telling thee that 
the Tempter, and the 'Free, are both 
here,! Wifdom bid thee take good heed, 
confidej-ing thou art yet but a Stranger, 
and knoweft not the Conftitunions. Or¬ 
ders , and Worfhips required by the 
King of this Holy Land. Left therefore 
thou fhoid’ft mifearry here, as did the 
Firft Adam, and many more fince, who 
have come thus far, a fter the Similitude 
of the Second, whom the Dragon hath 
plucked down again, awakening in 
them the Effences which were (lain by 
the Death ; I do now prefent to thee, 
out of my peculiar Love, CHRIST thy 
Looking-glafs. In Him behold thy 
felf, who was thy Dying Pattern, and 
now mu ft be thy Living Spirit; to aft 
anfwei*2ble to tdim, Bodily, and Spi¬

).whofe Leaven be tliou aware of: And 
underhand from me, what weight this 
Name beareth, when not taken in vain, 
but to good purpofe; as thou art re¬ 
quired now to do, according to thefe 
my Directions.

Particulars 
of it: B £ K Th4

I. The Firft is this, A Total CelTati* 
on from the Working Property of Rea- 
fon, the motion of which muft be flop¬ 
ped: Here isnooccafion for it in this 
New Paradifical World : It is Forbid¬ 
den Fruit to the Children of the Refur- 
re&ion t that muft live one and the 
fame Life with JESUS, and with the 
Angels; that is, a Divine Magical Life, 
ftrictly bound up to the My fiery of 
Faith here to be revealed. Thou muft, 
as one alive from the dead, forget all 
thofe Morfcls of Mortality, which 
maintained the fenfitive Properties, and 
which are only allowable for the Inha¬ 
bitants of the Earth. 

II. A Second Particular is, That not 
only thy Eternal Spirit, and Mind reft

hibited working; having fulfilled the

I. Fird, in being Partaker with thy

Thou art by this come under the 
Vow of a Nazaritical Life, and art to 
go no more out, having the Consecra¬ 
ted Oyl upon thine Head ; and this cir¬ 
cling about tliine Heart, thou muff no 
more defile thy felf, either for any dead 
Father or Mother, Son or Daughter; 
Jell thou profaned the Name ana holy 
Sanfluary of thy God, indead of ho¬ 
nouring it: Who will be fan&ified in, 
and through the whole Royal Prieft- 
hood.

where the Father, and Wifdorri the 
Fountain of Light, govern jointly to¬ 
gether. To whom thou art to make 
thy Application, and Enquiry at the 
Oracle of Wifdom, which is fixed in 
thy inward part. For thou canft not 
leilen, or impeach the honour of thy 
God more, than in not obeying the Spi¬ 
rit of Prophecy, that is, and fhall ever 
reft, as a fign for diftin&ion upon the 
Holy Priefts, who are called to be nigh 
to the Holy One , and who may oe 
known from others by fuch Gifts and 
Powers, whereby they may be enabled 
to glorifie the Fountain, and the Giver 
of this Spiritual Emincncy.

Soveraignity well becometh thy Paradi- 
fical Habitation, for there it was fir ft 
left, and there thou, by abiding faith¬ 
ful tothefe Laws, (halt recover it again, 
and (halt know how to manage as well 
the Golden Scepter of Power, as the 
Rod of Iron, which is. for the Idola¬ 
trous Party who ftand out, and refufe 
to fubmit to the Reign of Jefus in this 
his Second Appearance. Neither will 
he now be awed, or frighted out of his 
Right, but will make all thofe Ufurp- 
mg and Tyrannical Spirits, which have 
lived hitherto in Man’s Nature, to yield 
and bow, whether in Bodies, or out of 
Bodies. Wherever this Name is writ¬ 
ten upon, there terrible Majefty will 
appear, to confume with the Brightnefs 
of the Eye, all fuch as would oppofe 
God’s return to Nature again with his 
mighty Soveraignty. See now here to 
what thou maift arrive: It is well 
worth thy running for fuch a Prize, by

Neceflity. Therefore take good heed 
thou doft it not miftruft, or deny: For 
herein was the Tranfgreffion of that 
Chofen Generation, whom JEHOVAH 
by his Wonder-working Deeds would 
have convinced, and made to under- 
ftand, tliat no other Fountain Blefling 
they fhould ever (land in need of, ha¬ 
ving given fo many proofs of his All- 
fufficiency, bringing them even through 
the deep Red Sea, that fo they might 
have nocaufetoqueftion, but that the 
fame Almightinels would Bill be their 
fubfiftence in all places; by the means 
of which the barren Wildernefs fhould 
have been as a frt}itful Lebanon : had 
they not revolted, God intended no lefs 
than miraculoufly to feed and cloath 
them, but the Inundation ofSenfe over¬

I. Firft, in the Lull of the Eye after 
this or that Creaturely Obicft ' which 
foon betrays the Heart, Healing it a- 
way infenfibly, before it is aware of it. 
In great Temptation thou doll here 
ftand, having Tuch variety of ObjeQs 
ftill to court and captivate thy Mind, 
from thy True and Royal Confort, 
who watcheth every Motion and Affe¬ 
ction thereof Which way it worketh, 
being a very Jealous Lover, and one 
who is refolved to prove thy Conftan- 
cy in this time of his abfence. He 
therefore permitteth this and that Dal;, 
lab to allure, and fubtilly to encroach 
into thee, that he may know what is in 
thine Heart: And according as in this 
time thou doll: carry it, lb will the De¬ 
cree come forth for a furtherproceed- 
ing as to the Confummating part. • 

___ II. The 
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. II. The Second Caution I have to 
give thee, is not only to make a Cove¬ 
nant with thine Eyes, but alfo with 
thine Ears. For all Enchantments 
come in through the Senfes, which 
though even in Paradife, are yet ob¬ 
noxious to be enfnared ; as Adam was 
with his Eve by their means. Who 
taken with the fight of their Eye, and 
entrapped with the hearing of their 
Ear, were drawn on by one Senfe after 
another, even to the tailing of Eternal 
Death, and the cutting afunder hereby 
the Golden Link; which gave them the 
heavy Fall out of Paradife into This 
World. This was the Effeft of the 
Adulterous Eye and Ear. Stand then 
upon thy guard with fear; fee thou be 
not fnarecTin by them ; hearken not to 
any other Voice but what thy JESUS, 
through ME, fhall to thee lpeak; by 
whom thou art prohibited to confer 
with any other, well-knowing of what 
dangerous conl'equence fuch a Liberty 
would prove. It would provoke thy 
Lord to Jealoufie, who cannot bear that 
thou fhouldeft be familiar to talk with 

C % arty 
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any other Spirit : For as much as the • 
Serpent is moft fubtle, and feeks many 
ways to make a Prize of thee, watch¬ 
ing to break the Royal Band of this in¬ 
tended Marriage-Union, which hath 
been fo long contrived by Me, and 
which I would now fee Finifhed. Let 
therefore my Counfel take place with 
thee, fo as thou neither tafte, nor han¬ 
dle, thofe inviting pleafant Fruits, that 
feem to fay, Come, eat of me , try 
whether I do not excel all whatever is 
in Paradife, who have all that is capa¬ 
ble to fuit the Palate of thy Senfe. Why 
fhouldeft thou deny thy felf to tafte 
hereof, depending only upon what the 
Spirit of Faith muft bring down to 
thee, which alfo is not always preferit 
\Vith thee, to be commanded to run to 
and fro on thine Errand, as occafions 
require ? But I will be fure never to fail 
thee, who am thine old Lover and 
Friend. Why then fhouldeft thou 
forfakeme, for one that is unfeen, and 
that cannot be handled fenfibly? After 
this manner, O my Bride, wilt thou be 
^xercUec^ iLthat-fb bv any means thou 

canfl 
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canft be drawn away to break thy 
Faith with me, who would fain knit 
thee wholly to my felf fo as thou maid 
not regard at all this Spirit of Reafon, 
that thus feeks to flatter and entice 
thee from me, who have plighted my 
Troth unto thee, never to forfake, or 
caft thee off, if thou thy Virginity do 
retain, and fufter thy felf by none of 
thefe fine twifted Cords from Me to be 
drawn down. For thy JESUS cannot 
admit any other Lover to fit in thine 
Heart: And if at any time a Stranger 
.he fhall find there, know that from 
thee he will take the fame moft un¬ 
kindly : Although they may fay per¬ 
haps, they are the Friends, not the E- 
i demies of the Bridegroom, being of a 
tnore Spiritual Train, yea, fuch as are 
perfumed with a Paradifiacal Scent \ a- 
gainfl: which thou muff alfo flop that 
Senfe : For it is poflible to commit A- 
dultery with Seraphick Angels, if thou 
awakened: any Lulling Defire to them 
more than to thy Jejin. So beware 
then of running into any Spirit, though 
tie ver fo i'ublime; for there is more dan- 

C 2 ge t 
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ger in this, than in thofc Obje&s that 
are of a more vifible, grofs and earthly 
Drefs; thinking with thefe who are 
Spiritual, thou maift be mord free, and 
more bold. True it is, thou mayeft* 
but yet here it is good to be limited, 
that thou be not circumvented, and fuf- 
fer thy Virgin Head to be deflowered. 
Wherefore from all keep thy felf an 
unfpotted Mirrour, and fo fnalt thou 
come to be the Chafte Bride of the 
Lamb, and to enjoy the Nuptial Bed. 
But after all this, methinks, I hear this 
Queftion in thee to arife, How long 
fhall it be before the Marriage fhall be 
Solemnized? For I am now kept in 
fufpence, not knowing how long my 
Jeff* in Paradife will yet prove me, to 
try my Loyalty, who like a defpond- 
ing Lover, would fain know the very 
Day and Hour, that fo I might get 
my felf all in a readinefs, to meet my 
Beloved j that when he calls I may not 
be fur prized. This is a Query that 
may be allowed, tho* not as to the 
date or prefixed time to be refolved. 
Haft thou not lear nt how the Times 

and 
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and Seafons the Father ftill referveth in 
his own Power, who keepeth always 
this Prerogative to himfclf, while he 
admitteth none to look into his Calen¬ 
der, no not the Angels, till they are or¬ 
dered the Trumpet to found for Procla¬ 
mation, when the Marriage Feaft is 
ready: -Therefore go thou thy way, 
and (land in thy Lot: It is enough 
thou art chofen, and ele&ed hereto: 
Thy prefent Bufinefs is to obferve this 
Law of pure Chaftity, in which thou 
art to wait patiently the Motion of thy 
Bridegroom, who doth not forget the 
Cry of the Spirit and Bride, but fud- 
denly may come e’re thou art aware : 
Therefore at all times watch, and have 
thy Virgin Robe on, and thou fhalt 
not need to fear that he will flay long.

W Hereas it is faid, Thou fhak 
commit no Theft; fo by Me 
it is again confirmed, as the Law of 
Paradife, that thou this Rule alfo ob- 
ferve, as it relates to thy God in the 
' firft place, and in the fecond to thy 
Neighbouring Inhabitants in the Out¬ 
ward World, where thou vifibly art 
refident. 

Now wherever there is a peculiar 
Property, there may be an Offering of 
Violence by way of Robbery to it. 
Here therefore underftand that the E- 
verlafting Father doth appropriate unto 
himfelf that which he will not give to, 
much lefs be robbed of by any. What 
is that? You will fay. It is his God¬ 
head , which none are to a flume, to 
themfelves , after any manner what¬ 
ever. For in th is doth abfolute Sove- 
raignty, and Greatnefs of Majelly and 
.Honour confift; which are ElTentially 
Appropriable to Him, and to none o- 

ther. 
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ther. Wherefore of this high Sacri- 
ledge be thou aware; and give not this 
Honour, or rather fteal it not, away 
from that Holy Being, to whom it 
doth belong. But you will fay, Far be 
it from me e'ver to rob the mofi High of his 
Honour . Knowingly thou wouldeft 
not do it; but I fhall unfold to thee a 
moft fubtle and hidden way of deceit, 
which the Firft Adam was guilty of, 
fo making it Hereditary to all his Po- 
fterity, who by that hrft Ad of Dif- 
obedience, purloined from God his 
Maker, the Glory of his Soveraignty, 
and would have affumed the Godhead 
to himfelf, by going forth into a Di¬ 
vided EfTence, to be wife in a Self¬ 
property ; which awakened the (infill 
Arrogancy to thofe fad Effeds that are 
known throughout the whole Univerfe 
of Fallen Spirits, to this very day. For 
Adam committed this high Theft in Pa* 
radife, and ftole out there in the Divi- . 
ded Property from God, with whom 
he fhould have kept in an IndifToluble 
Band of Unity; whereby he loft his 
Godlike Power and Dignity, W’hich 

C 4 . * would 
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would have been appropriated to him, 
had not he rent, and gone out from, 
the Eternal EfTencesof God, the Abyfs 
of his Being ; out of which he was ge¬ 
nerated, to be a Mighty Potent King, 
and Hierarchy in the Angelical, and 
Paradifical World ; the which, under 
God , he was to have Ruled , like a 
God, uncontroulably ; and did fo till it 
was loft moft Cowardly. Well, but 
how in thine Heart, I know? thou fay- 
eft, How may I bring back into Paradife 
this Honour , Name , and Praife , which 
1 would not for a Thoufand Millions of' 
Worlds be reckoned to rob my God of, now 
that /, 0 Mother , fee in thy Glafs the 
Evil Confequences hereof ? If fo, then 
Call and Summon in all thofe Eflences, 
wherein ftand the Virtual Powers and 
Mights, which belong to thy God,* to 
whom thou art to return with them, 
and to work in an Undivided Spirit, ac¬ 
cording to the Operative Power, which 
will work God like through all thy Pro¬ 
perties, unto the recovering of thofe 
Joft Goods, which the fubtle Serpent, 
together with the Harlotry Spirit of 
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this World, had Cheated thy God in 
Thee of. But now Wifdom is come 
to direft how all fhould be cemented, 
and gathered in again, that fo thou 
mayeft not take from the Inhabitants 
of the Outward World any of their bit- 
ter unfavoury Morfels; in all which 
Jycth hid to this day the fecret Venom 
of that Evil Tree, which the whole 
Univerfe of Spirits do, ftill take, and 
feed upon, as if it were lawful for them 
fo to do, making it matter of Neceflity, 
or even of Ordination from the molt 
High. But that this is not fo, will 
foon be made appear when the Sun 
fhall break forth, the Day fpring be¬ 
ing now upon its Riftng, that fhall 
convince the Unbelievers, that there is 
quite another way for the Ranfomed of 
the Lord to live. Which way I will 
declare and open to thee, that thou 
mayeft take nothing of Egypt's fluff a- 
long with thee into thy Father’s Houle, 
where is All in abundance. But thefe 
Treafures indeed cannot be come at but 
by the Key of Faith, which opens, and 
fhuts, and doth all here at pleafurc , 

bringing 
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bringing down, and carrying up, as a 
mighty Power, which Spirit is God’s 
only Familiar Friend, that can do any 
thing with him. Then with all get¬ 
tings do thou aim at this, which will 
make thee do Exploits indeed. As it is 
my Gift and Skill to make this Key, i’o 
it lyeth in thy power to turn it into the 
Lock, which will make this Magical 
Door to fly open, uniting the Divided 
Eflences to aft Miraculoully. 

The ISLinth Commandment . 


T Ere thou art required not to bear 
FI felfe Witnefs againft thy Neigh¬ 
bour, but to love him as thy felf, being 
one with,or nearer to thee than thy felf. 

But you will fay, Who is this my 
Neighbour ? Doft thou not know him, 
thou that haft been fo long an Inhabi¬ 
tant in the Paradifical Ground? He is 
even that true Samaritan who hath 
poured in the Reftorative Oil for thy 
Healing, who hath taken the care of 
thee wholly, and undertook thy Cure 

then 
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then when he faw thee wounded 
unto Death. His Eye pitied, and 
officiated in this Love Service , as 
one that had a fellow-feeling of thy 
Calamity and Suffering, under the 
Violence of Cruel Blood-thirfty Spirits, 
under whofe power thou wert fallen : 
And feeing thee now in fuch imminent 
danger to lofe thine Eternal Life, he 
was immediately fent by the Evcrlaft- 
ing Father to refcue thee out of the 
Hands of t iefe Robbers, that defigned 
• to kill the Heir of Life and Glory in 
Thee. So here you may fee who is 
that true Worthy Neighbour, whom 
you are obliged to bear witnefs to> and 
for , and not againft ; ftedfaftly bearing 
Record of the Truth, from tne Spirit 
of God’s Wildom dwelling in you, 
which is the only True Prophet, and 
Witnefs for Jefus in Thee. Verily 
there are intruding Spirits, that would 
come in as Falfe WitnelTes, of whom 
be thou aware, and be not found in the 
Confpii acy with them, who would 
condemn that Juft Oneagain, and Cru- 
cifie the Life afrefh, that is rifen out 
' • from 
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from the Morning Womb of God’s 
Virgin, to be the Anointed Nazarite. 
Again ft whom out of thine own Nati¬ 
on, falfe Prophets will arife to feduce, 
and if poflible, deceive my Ele& and 
precious Seed , now formed into the ' 
Heavenly Similitude. But I am come 
to give thee Light from my Celeftial 
Glafs and Globe, that in it thou may- 
eft feeall the falfe transforming Spirits 
that would iubtilly bring in old Tradi¬ 
tional things ; inftead of, and in oppo¬ 
sition to my Pure and Unmixed Dck 
ferine, the which I do into the Clean 
and Gold-refined Velfels never fail to 
pour: That fo by it thou mayeft be 
Tinged throughout, and in thy felf 
fed a mighty Burning Oyl, fpiriting 
thee for Infallible Prophefte. This will 
give thee the true Witnefs for Divine 
Wifdom in her Firft-begotten Son Je- 
lus, that now muft be teftified unto, 
as the Finifher and Confummatbr of 
what is yet left behind to be done ; and 
who will not come as a bare Record, 
only to Prophefte, or Preach the Ever- 
iafting Golpel in thine Earth: This 
w- witnefling- 
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witnefling is tnuch too fhort before the 
coming down of the New Jerufalem y 
in which thou art to wait, until thou 
be transfigured all over by the Holy 
Ghoftj who will then be the true and 
undeniable W itnefs, that will need no 
John Baptitt by Voice to cry, or pro¬ 
claim, That this JESUS verily is the 
Son of God. A greater Teftimony than 
that of Man verily now is required, for 
God feeing that to be but weak and in- 
effefrual, hath ordained a more glorious 
Demonftration, which fhall convince 
the Unbelieving World that JESUS is 
rifen, and doth appear to certain Wit- 
neffes, upon whom the Lot is fallen, 
and according to Fore-knowledge: 
Who are to Ihew in their Age and 
rime, at the Opening of this Orientaf 
Stone and Diadem of Glory, what 
manner of Perfons they fhall in, and 
through the Touch, and Sight hereof, 
come to be, in being made by it alt * 
Pure, Wife, and Potent, according as 
their JESUS is. For nothing fhort of 
this will be worth bearing a Record to. 
Therefore I do give you this Charge to 

wok 
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3^ The Laws of Parsdip . 
look and wait upon this Change on 
your felves to fee ; that fo my worthy 
Recorders ye may be , and Eye-witl 
nefles of JESUS in your own Perfona- 
Iities. The Dominion will to Wif- 
dom’s Off-fpring firft come down, bc- 
caufe they are trained up to Perfe&'ioij 
through Wife Difeipline, obeying in 
all things my Revealed Will. Know 
alfo this Commandment doth further 
reach, than to love thy JESUS in tiiy 
Self: Thatmuft not be all; thou art 
Conjugally and Neighbourly to know 
him where-ever he dwelleth Bodily; 
and with the fame Love, Care, and 1 
Concern, as for thy felf, always to his 
Neceflities adminiiter fupplies, as God 
giveth to thee.

# T*His is the Great, Full, and Laft: 
JL Charge, which I fliali leave 
\vith^thee,Jftill running Parallel with 

thofe 
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thofe Old Covenant Laws which are 
never to be nullified, but to be fulfilled 
according to the Original Exemplar, 
which was given forth to the Firft Pa- 
radifical Man*, and to be revived now 
afrefh unto a full and perfect Accom- 
plifhment, without abating one Iota or 
Tittle of them; according to that 
Word of thy JESUS, who (aid he 
came not to deftroy the Law, but to 
fulfil it in Thee, and for Thee ; who 
will be the End and the Confummation 
of the fame, through the obliterating 
of Sin, and bringing in the Everlafting 
Righteoufnefs. Here then thou art 
forbid all coveting or ingrofling De¬ 
fires, after what is the Poffeflion and 
Enjoyment of another. For whatever 
is of this doth proceed from an Evil 
Eye, which muft be plucked out, as 
being never to be fatisfied, but Rill apt 
to envy at, and covet after what is his 
Neighbours. Now here is to be uri- 
derftood a Threefold Neighbourhood, 
that borders upon the Intellectual 
Mind. The Firft, as was fhewed, is 
Wifdom’s Root and Offspring, JESUS 

* the 
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the Firft-born of all New Creatures; 
eriftent Bodily in thy felf. S-condly, I 
He is thy Neighbour, as he may be 
confidered Incarnated in another, as 
well as in Thy felf. Thirdly, thine 
Outward Man ; which hangcth, and 
cleaveth to thee, as the fubtle Gibeo• 
nites , that would ftili be adjoined! to 
the Inward Man, and never be fepara- 
ted from it. This laft Neighbour is as 
the Eftu , that would come in for his 
Birthright, who is rejected, and muft 
live by his. Sword, that is to bring him 
in his Blefling, confuting of the fat 
things of this Outward Principle, to 
which his Blefling gave him Right: 
And he being thus hereto confined, is 
not to meddle with Jacob’s Portion, 
that is quite of another Nature, to 
whom the Dominion is pronounced to 
have the Lord (hip over All, in, and 
through Cohabitation with the Shi/oh < 
of God, that is thy true Neighbour in¬ 
deed. V 

I. Now as to what thy JESUS in 

_thee hath , thou ne eded not to covet; 

for 
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f8r thou art in Propriety with Him. 
As all that is the Father’s and mine i$ 
his, fo what is his'is thine, in common : 
Which thou fhalt better underhand 
when to the Tenth Number thou art 
come. , , ; 

II. Thy Reftri&ion lyetli here at 
prefent, riot to let out thine Eye upon 
what is another’s Portion as to Eternal 
Poflefliarts; for* one may come to his 
Inheritance before another,according to 
that Spirit which worketh as a free A- 
gent, .to increafe Spiritual Subftance. 
And this may be either fooner or later, 
as the Spirit worketli more or lefs indli- 
ftrioufty; whicli ufeth to operate di- 
verfly, according as the Soil and the 
Nature of the Ground is, that of a 
much different Conflitution is founds 
In fome this Internal Ground is richer* 
pleafanter, fatter, and every way bet¬ 
ter than it is in others; like as you may 
fee in the Vifible Earth: But every 
one is to be contented with his Lot, as 
it is divided. Caleb's Portion was much 
above that of his Fellow Brethren 

D • whole 
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whofe Dwelling was betwixt the upper 
and nether Springs. So if thou dhould- 
eft lee thy Spiritual Neighbour much 
encreafed in Powers, in^Gifts of Pro¬ 
phet* in Knowledge, in underdand:- 
ing the deeped: of all Myderies, and 
living in a more dately Habitation 
than thou, enjoying therein the Virgin 
Wife of Youth, having Men-fervants 
and Maid-fervants to command, fay¬ 
ing to this, Go, and he goeth, having 
all things put under, and in fubje&ion 
to him, as a Solomon in great Dominion 
and Glory in the Reign of the Holy 
Ghoft : Yet all this mud not dra<v thee 
out to covet. No, you will fay, this is 
hard to come to fee all thefe high Prefer* 
ments conferred upon my Spiritual Neigh¬ 
bour, and yet I mufi not defire the like 
Dowry and Riches , to fiand upon equal 
Ground with him, Midake thou not, 
for I do not here prohibit any from 
looking after the fame Immunities and 
Increafe: But let it he from their own 
Fountain, opening out of their own 
deep Ground, from which every one is 
to be blefied, according to what Na- 
--- turc 
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ture and Soil they are planted in. ■ And 
■there are you to dig deep, till thaty.op 
fhall come to find thaf precious Stone, 
with your own Name upon it, which 
may advance and eflablifh you. in the 
like flate of Glory. For fo it is ordain¬ 
ed, that all that are mine, fhoyld im¬ 


prove their own flock of Life, apdi.fp 
each one wear their own Crowns; not 
coveting any thing out of themfelves, 
becaufe I have enough to give to every 
one of my Children,- even a full Reve¬ 
nue >; fo as there fhall be no occqfion of 
grudging one at another: But their 
Growths, Degrees, , and Gifts may be 
different, according as in my own wife 
Counfel I fhall fee meet to difpence* 
who will be Uncontroulahle* giving 
no account to any-Creature, but will 
confer my Favours upon fuch as I fee* 
and know to be rpofl diligent. For 
which they fhall have no .caufe tg per 
pent who have their Minds wholly in* 
dined and bent toward ME, and wbp 
untp thefe my Laws do entirely cleave'; 
which Laws, without a MofajcalVai), 
I now prelent; that thou maycft b# 

D 2 hold 
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hold the good Will that I do bear unto 
thee, and unto fuch as love and know 
My Name, fo as in pure Nazaruenefs 
to feparate for the Work, which I have 
cut out for you to imitate exa&ly, as 
approving your felves in all things, wil¬ 
ling to pleafe Her who will be your 
Crowning Reward. 

y III. But I muft not forget to cauti¬ 
on thee concerning that Out-birth 
Neighbour, left thou fhouldeft covet 
that which is his Right in this Out¬ 
ward Principle : Where he alfo hath a 
great Lord (hip, and a Might-Sove- 
raignty, over all whatever the Vifible 
Earth doth bring forth. Here is in 
this World likewife a Temporal King¬ 
dom, confifting in Riches, Honour x 
and Majefty, with Dominion over 
their Fellow Creatures, where-from I 
-fet thee free. 


G HAP. 
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CHAP. II. 

The Oppo/ition which this Trinfla¬ 
ted Spirit met with , during the 
Delivery of thefe Laws . 

A S I was ftri&ly engaged to attend 
th£ giving out of IVifdom* s Pa- 
radiiical Laws; that opened in me like 
a Flaming Shower, which drowned 
the Old World, that a New World 
might in the room of it fpriqg up, my 
whole New Man walking up and dowr\ 
therein, and drinking of that pleafant 
River Pijon , which waters this new- 
entered Land, into which no Earthly 
Stuffmuftbe admitted ; I could not yet 
be free from moleftation. For ,tho 
Sin, that Ifrange deformed Monfter, 
mu ft look for no welcome here, being 
for ever Banifhed this ]Holy Place, yet 
after Death in feveral Shapes he threa¬ 
tens ftill to . haunt me, often faying he 
will be avenged of me, for tliat I nave 
D 3 J .expo fed 
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expofed him to a violent Death, for the 
. making my- way into Paradifical Free¬ 
dom* Therefore he transforms him- 
felf now into a Spirit, and purfues me, 
and would bring all my dead Works 
after me ; that lo I might be reliefs 
even here,, where according to the E- 
ternal Law of LibertyI fhould reft 
from all Fear and Care. ; 

Thisoccafioned fomewhat of Com¬ 
plaint, which I brought before my Mo¬ 
ther Wifdom , telling her, That after 
Death I did hope, I fliould have been 
freed, and that all Wars fhould have 
ccafed, when I was once got in within 
this Gate. But, replied her Witnefs, 
the Spirit of Prophefie in me, 1 never 
faid Death would acquit thee (o, as 
that no Temptation at all fliould mo- 
left thee, through tlte fubtilty of the 
Serpent, Who hath liberty to prove the6 
Here, in like ntanner as he had liberty 
to prove thy dear JESUS; who for this 
end fuffered.him, that he might give 
proof of -an unconquerable ftedfaftnefs, 
/during the appointed time that' he was 
—ift—Para dif e t6 abide! * So rtiuft* thou 
‘I* , -- " . here 
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here expeft, that the Man of Sin may 
by the Angel of the Bottomlefs Pit be, 
though dead, again affumed ; and may 
make War againft the Angel of the Co¬ 
venant: As it is fa id, There was Warm 
Heaven ; as of Old, To Now again in 
thee. Therefore to the Law, and to 
the Teftimony, which within thy Hea¬ 
vens do open, do thou give good heed; 
that thou mayeft prevail, and come off 
1 a Conqueror, by the keeping of the 
Commandments, and the Faith of 
JBSUS. The laft Battel which is to 
be fought is in this Paradifical Field ; 
Thou art now to engage in a Tingle 
Combat. Therefore to thee I bring 
my Flaming Armour, which is Love 
and Faith, by which thou wilt only 
an Overcomer be. Remember that 
Charge of Honouring thy Father a 
Motlier, and do not thou them - dis¬ 
grace : For now thou art upon the Pub- • 
lick Stage, where the whole Hierarchy 
of Throne-Powers do thee view, to be¬ 
hold how thy Michael in thee will Fight' 
againft the Dragon, with his Fiery 
Might. The Honour of thy God is 
D 4 * much 
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much herein concerned, that thou do 
over the Beaft and the Falfe Prophet 
prevail, defying the Number, and re¬ 
nouncing the Mark of his Name, that 
nothing any more he may be ever able 
to claim in thee. * For through Victo¬ 
rious Faithholding out, thou wilt fee 
him Cowardly freak out of Paradifc. 
Since he will not care to abide there, if 
he fee thee refolutcly fixed in the Spirit 
of my Might, who forefeeth all his 
cunning Slights, by which he would 
pluck thee aow r n out of Paradife. Then 
faithhe* my t Defign would take place, 
and 1 mould haveWifdom in derifion, 

. that hath 1 no' better provided for her I 
Children, but left them thus to be foil- 1 
ed by the Dragon. See now how this 
Evil One will, if thou fhouldeft fall, 
reffeft upon GOD thy Father, and ME 
tny Mother: Therefore ,.dear Child, 
for, our Honour ftand ; that fo thy days 
may hot be fhort in the Promifed Land. 

To jvhiclf thouwilt furely come,if thou 
canft hold out all the appointed time of 1 
. Temptation: .Then another Remove 
thou fhalt fee, where no more fhalt 
• ‘ * * ' ' thou' 
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thou to the Dragon’s Fury beexpofed, 
but flialt the long and everlafting Day 
inherit, and keep this Sabbath without 
end rejoicing, according as thou felt 
here Meritorioufly vindicate that Name 
of Mine, which to the World is an un- 
known Secret. 

I was alfo further Encourag’d by 
IVifdom againft the great Oppofition 
which I felt, when waiting for the O- ' 
f-ening of the Sixth Commandment , 
there appear’d to me all on a Judden, 
while She was giving her Couhfcland 
Charge, a glorious Circle with all 
Flaming Colours: Upon which I look-', 
ed very ftcdfaftly. It continu’d a good/ 
ipace, as well as I might guefs, near . 
upon half a quarter of an hour, before 
it vanifh’d. This Circle confined of ? 
various and wonderful Colours, the 
inmoft: part of it was all clear and, 
bright, as the Air without a Cloud/; 
T hien fpake H'ijdcm’s Spirit in me^ 
What haft thou feen here but the Ma - 
gicaL Eye , whid) is an All-feeing Globe, - 
that indudeth all Light, Power and 
Might within its Circle, fo that there 

• , 4 

*• is 
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is no need, to go out for any Supply, for 
that all Jyeth within the compafs of 
this All-generating Eye : And like as 
thou did ft fecit rife in a Moment, fo 
iliall it give new Exigencies from its 
own in the twinkling of an Eye. This 
is the manner of Paradifical Living, 
quite different from the Way of the 
Inhabitants of the Outward World, 
who live upon the Mouldy Bread of 
Senfe, upon whofe Breaft they hang, 
and cannot endure to be plucked from 
it; though they fuck in thence the 
Curfe and Poyion of God’s Anger, 
which came in when the Paradifical 
Life ceafed. But to thee that art come 
out and feparated from thefe,my Coun- 
fcl is, that thou entirely reft and de¬ 
pend upon this Divine Magical Eye, 
and never wander out from it ; fo will 
it become to thee thy Basket and thy 
Store: So will it be to thee thy Foun¬ 
tain-blcfting , and thou fhalt need to 
know no more, and to take care of no 
more, than what this will give forth 
to thee. For it is an endlefs Procrea- 
- ting^ource, that ilill puts forth New 

' Births 
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Births altogether Supernatural, to 
which belongs a pure, fublime, orga- 
nical Body,"having highly irradiated 
Senfes , with uncorrupted and divine 
Rationality, fuch as is grounded upon 
what is Seen and Known by This Eye. 
Hence may be demohftrated the Sin¬ 
gularity of thofe Holy Beings, which 
are generated from this Source and Ori- 
gine. Here alfo may be added the 
Perfect Animal and Vegetable Life, 
With the Senfitive and Rational, they 
all making up the New Creature or Pa- 
radifical Man ; but after a much diffe¬ 
rent manner than that after which they 
are in the Degenerated^ or thofe that are 
departed from the Faith. Which Faith 
is here again to be reflored, through a 
Magical Operative Life that maintains 
its own Being, after a wonderful man¬ 
ner, cutting oft all occafions of con¬ 
tracting more with a finful ftutc. For 
there is here no coveting any Mortal or 
Perilling Things, which the Low' Ra¬ 
tional Life ftood in need of: But thou 
being Born into this Serapbical Nature, 

which looks only in to God, whofe E- 
v. \ ‘Ternal 
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ternal Stores ftand open and free for 
thee to come, and take of, as thy pro¬ 
per Right, haft no need to go to any 
other Fountain. Now as Chrift laid, 
All that the Father had was his, fo is 
it thine by virtue of the fame Spirit of 
Chrift in thee, who never crouch’d to 
this World for any of its unrighteous 
Mammon, and who would not difpa- 
rage his Father’s Houfe-keeping, to 
feek any Benevolences from Creatures 
that lived upon Self-piopriety. Him 
therefore herein I prefent to be thy Ex¬ 
ample ; who had a Body Terreftrial, 
9 S thou haft, but his Celeftial Paradifi- 
cal Man had Keys to open all the Trea¬ 
sures either in Heaven above, or in the 
Earth beneath. But I know thou wilt 
fay, 1 his is too wonderful for me to afpire 
to y or to expect. Nay, not fa: For 
whatever thy JESUS a£fed here and 
did, thou mayeft not fear to imitate: 
That which is Formed in thee, will 
certainly drive thee to this, if thou doft 
not check it by Unbelief. The Na¬ 
ture of that Holy Thing which is Co^ 
___gulated within, will contend for this

its 
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its High Prerogative, and not always, 
as it were Afs-riden, be fubjeft to Be* 
ftial Properties, and Earthly Spirits. 
Who mult all to that New Name writ¬ 
ten within Vail themfelves and Bow: 
And that fo it may accordingly be, I ^ 
will not fail to aid thee with my Magi- 
cal Eye .

CHAP. III. 


The Oppojition which this. Tr(in¬ 
flated Spirit met with After the 
Delivery of thefe Laws. 


U Pon the giving down and open- . 

ing thefe Paradifical Laws, f 
was befet with a Seditious Party, that 
would have (firred up a Mutiny in me r 
to contradi£t this worthy and precious/ 

Covenant^ 
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Covenant., fo as. k might .not take 
place, or be of force with me; Saying, 
Thefe were intolerable Impofitions; 
that none could, or ever did, rcacli to 
tlie requirings of themAnd what was 
I ?.Or where was iny Sufficiency more 
than others, that I fhould hope, or ex¬ 
pert the Accorpplifhment of them in 
piy felf ? This was to go into a Legal 
Difpenfation, arid turn the Covenant of 
Grace into Works, again, fo to Yoak 
and Fetter my felf within the Confines 
of thefe ft rift and l'evere Laws; and 
then where was the Liberty that was 
to come in by JESUS to fet me Free ? 
He haying (atisfied the Law for me, 
that I might not be obligatory to it. 
Come, come, cried the King-crowned 
Beaft, away with thefe Innovations, 
and receive my Laws, in the perfor¬ 
mance of which there will beEafe and 
Reft. Doft thou not fee how peace¬ 
ably all my Subjefts live under mei that 
bear my Mark and Name ? Who are 
like them, great in Fame, and mighty 
through Honour and Riches,which they 
obtain, by observing my Orders ancl 
v’ Rules? 
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Rules ? Which I will give to thee, who 
would have thee Great in my Princi¬ 
ple, arid not Defpifeable as now thou 
art.

I. Whereas it is (aid thou muft have 
no other God but One, and that thou 
muft own him as thy Creator , and 
none other before him, this I will per¬ 
mit, and thou art not prohibited here¬ 
from : Nevertheless thou art not fo 
ftrittly tyed up here, but that thou 
mayeft own Subordinate Powers under 
God, and obey Nature’s Laws for its 
Self-prefervation. This is but equal, 
and therefore do not (light thefe Laws, 
that are founded upon Reafon’s bot¬ 
tom, but Sail thou with its Tide, as 
thou defireft Blefting and Profperity in 
tills World.. Is it not great Folly in 
thee, and in fuch as do join with thee, 
to be Singular, and to obferve fuch 
Laws as none are able to agree with 
you in, that wifely intend to maintain 
their Intereft as to the Friendfhip, and 
the Favours from the Kingdom of the 
World, which, as thou liaft a Terre- 
. ftrial 
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ftrial Life, and a Mortal Body, thou 
doft ftand in as much need of, as anv 
of the Natural Offfpring whatever"? 
Now hath God faid indeed unto thee, 
that thou muft neither Eye, nor have 
reference to any other, either in the 
Heavens above, or in the Earth be¬ 
neath ; but muft live upon him for all, 
fingly and undoubtingly, by a Spirit 
of Faith alone : This is a Law for An- 
gelicks, but not for Creatures that bear 
Mortal Shapes, who‘are fallen under 
thoLine and Dominion of the Starry 
ConftelJations. It is unavoidable, thou 
iriuft bow, and be fubjeft fubordinate- 
ly unto the Starry Heavens, which go¬ 
vern , and conftitute, and give forth • 
Right Laws, being fuch as confift ve- 
ty well with refined Reafon, which 
you would exclude: And then what 
become of you, when you fhall 
fbrlake the Order of Senfe and Reafon, 
'which your New Laws call Low and 
Earthy ? Muft you not hereby needs 
bring all into Detolation and Ruin upon 
your External Comely Station, and be 
aBy-wor d, and a Derifion to all your 
* ' “ - Fellow 
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Fellow Creatures, that you will before 
your Eyes fee fair and flourifhing 
Branches, thriving through obedience 
to the Laws of this my prefent, and vi¬ 
able Kingdom ? For I do not defer my 
Rewards, but do give them as foon as 
their Work is done; neither do I keep 
my Subject> and Children in fuch fuf- 
pence and waiting for what they do not 
See, fo awing them in the mean time, 
as they muft not fo much as look awry, 
or be Company for any other but Sera- 
phicks. O who can lueh a Life as this 
bear,while living in this Mortal Sphere ? 
Oh come out, and regard not this felf- 
deftroying Covenant, which will in¬ 
fallibly make a Breach, and fet all at 
variance againfl thee, if thou fbouldeft 
keep to it. Then I muft tell thee, 
Wars from my Principle fhall for ever 
annoy thee ; Lo, this is my laft Sum¬ 
mons to thee, and if thou all my Love- 
Intreaties , and Rational Laws fhalt 
Bill renounce and difobey, then expefr 
that I will raife up the whole Earth’s 
Monarchy againfl thee. For they will 
all concur with me againfl fuch, as de¬ 
li hgn 
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fign to obferve thefe fingular Laws, 
which are fo oppofite to Our Decrees, 
that if we fhould among our Subjects 
any of thefe once allow, we foon fhould 
lofe ourSoveraignty over them, and be 
our fclves made to own a Superior Mo¬ 
narchy, by the utter lofs of our own 
Dominion. Ah, but this will not be 


yielded to, I r do allure thee .• For veri¬ 
ly all Power and Force to the utmoft 
ends of the Earth we will call in, and 
will War with Reafon’s mighty Sword 
and Spear, till we fee Garments rouled 
in Blood every where: Thou fhalt 
through Blood the Conqueft get, and 
feeing that Terms of Peace thou haft 
refuted , War within thy Paradife is 
Proclaimed. Now think not that State 


with all its Laws, which Wiidom thy 
Mother hath brought down, fhall from 
our mighty power thee fecure, or from 
our fharp and piercing Kofts thee deli¬ 
ver. Therefore in fhort, if thou wilt 
fet thy Seal to thefe Articles that I do 
hcreprefentto thee, then thou mayeft 
hereby purchafe thy Peace and Con- 
tent. As,

me who am the Prince that Ruleth in 
the Aftral Region, who by thefe vifi- 
ble natural Planets do rule the whole 
Day of all lower Created Beings.

VII. Thou art not to Adulterate 
from me, who am thy Natural Huf- 
band, being joined and knit together, 
by that immutable Bond of Love’s Sen- 
fuality ; from which if thou do# de¬ 
part before Death, thou highly tranf- 
grefTeft again# the Law of me thy Fir# 
Husband, who will never acquit thee, 
nor hold thee guiltlefs in fo great a Dif- 
loyalty. 

VIII. Thou art not to Rob me of 
what is my Right, as I am the chief I 
and the great Monarch in this Outward I 
World, who will not have any one || 
Title, Prerogative, or Revenue be- f\ 
longing to my Region taken from me, 
ordiminifhed. 

. IX. Thou art not to witnefs again#, 
or be at Enmity with thy Fellow Oft- 
fpring, thine adjoining Neighbour; 
but art to love him as thy felf, as being 
compared together, and growing up 
Natdrally with him as an Inhabitant in, 
and from, the Earthly Source. 

X. Thou 
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X. Thou art not to Covet, or to 
Defire any thing which I have not to 
give. 

If this my Charge thou doll ob- 
ferve, the whole Earthly Principle fhall 
then be employed to Contrive, "I raf- 
fick, and get increafe ot Riches and 
Honours for thee, that thou mayeft 
fpend thy Life in Pleafantnefs, Joy, 
and Content. Expe£ not that Hea- 
,ven will give forth any thing unto thee, 
till after the diftolution of thy Body :- 
Therefore thou art not to covet in this 
Life-time the tilings that are referved 
for Eternity. Not but that thou may- 
eft have liberty of letting up Divine 
Ordinances, and attending them in 
their appointed Courfe, fo long as thou 
doft not rend, or negleft: the Duties of 
thy Outward Calling ; giving God his 
due, and Man his, and thy felfhis, fo 
all together jointly and mixedly as thy 
Rational Service. T hus thou teeft my 
Kingdom hath fuhfhntial, good, and 
prudent Laws, which now I cxpe£t 
thou Ihculdeft fubferibe to, as thou art 
under, and in, my Dominion : Who 
, • El though 
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though I cannot reach thy Paradifical 
Manj yet fo long as thou liveft in a 
Terreftrial Body, that is, and will be, 
liable to all the Penalties that fball for 
the Breach of thefc Laws be infliaed. 


CHAP. IV. 

"The Reply of Wifdom‘s Paradifical 
Inhabitant to the King-Crowned 
Id eaft , as in Conjunction with 
• the Falfe Prophet. 


O Thou fubtle Spirit ! How long 
wilt thou not ceafe to feduceand 
tempt, plying hard upon theNew-borqi 
Innocent, which from thy Kingdom is 
gone out ? I am not now ignorant of 
thy great rage, neither canft thou de¬ 
ceive me by putting on a feeming holy 


cunningilight, Thefe Arguments thou 


j 
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l haft to meprefcnted, to draw me from 
I] the Great Work that is intended by 
jjj Wifdom: But know that I this day 
p do thy Laws defie, and am not afraid 
| of thy terrible Might; and all Sum- 
'i mons, in order to a Compliance witlx 
l that low, fordid, corrupt Rational 
Life, I do here in Wifdom's holy fear, 
renounce and defpife. Far be it from 
I me ever to liften to them: I, who have 
j had fuch a Call out of the Precintt, 
| where the Dragon and the Beaft, the 
profelTed Enemies of My God and his 
Wifdom, do exercife their Soveraign- 
ty, can have no Inclinations of return¬ 
ing back: I cannot, I will not, let them 
threaten me never fo long, to make me 
feel the Effe&s of their Fury, which 
they boaft they can let forth upon that 
part, which is not yet freed from their 
Aftral Dominion. All this, O migh¬ 
ty fubtle Prince, I have well confider- 
ed : Even how far your Power againft 
me may extend. I go not about to di- 
minifh you of your Right: Neither do 
I in the leaft envy you your ftrong, jea¬ 
lous and fiery Might, or Dominion. 

E 4 ‘"Only 
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Only this you mud give me leave to do,' 
to difclaim your Ufurped Power, as 
making a Challenge to any part in me, 
who do well know that from your Ar¬ 
bitrary Government, I am fet free by 
the Birth of Jejw in me. And now mp- 
on my own Peril it would be, fhould 
I own any other Law giver or King, 
befides Virgin Wifdom in Him, who 
is the Tea , and the Amen. 

Now if this be the Ground of your 
Quarrel and Defpight, that I will not 
yield to your Summons, or agree to any 
of your Articles, I flight both your 
Caufe and you. Nor will I ever fub- 
mit to any Conditions that fhall be in- 
confiftent with what Wildom hath al¬ 
ready my Hand and Seal to, that fo I 
might not from her Laws depart, in 
adherence to which, I doubt not but 
perfect Freedom to find, and to be de¬ 
livered from your Infolence wholly ; 
the moil Potent Inftrumcnt that yo u • 
have in your Kingdom, being too weak 
to Encounter God’s Agent, the Spirit 
of Wifdom. who wifi with me reft,‘ 
and io defeat aft Piets and Connie’s 
. * » that 
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that are contrived by the whole Dark 
Hierarchy, confpiring in your Earthly 
Sphere. Therefore 1 will not fear you, 

O great Leviathan, though you have 
defied and made light of thatunfpotted 
Mirrour of God’s Wifdom ; faying, 
Tufhjiet me fee if fhe can fecure you,or 
deliver you out of my Hands, who can 
command Legions of Spirits to torment 
and devour you. Such like Threats as 
tl.efel e nhear, and your Denuncia¬ 
tions againft Faith’s Refolutenefs bear, 
knowing who is my Standard-bearer, 
who will come in to my Relief, bring¬ 
ing in that which will make me able to 
hold out, even for a long Siege. For 
which Wifdom hath taught me to pro¬ 
vide, expecting as little Favour from * 
thee, and thy Principle, as from an 
open Proclaimed Enemy : The Con- 
teft is come now to be fo great, that • 
the Virgin Seed muft yet again in Na- • 
turc fpring and rife, till thy Head, O 
Serpent, be brought under foot, and 
by the Lamb of God fo crufhed ; that 
no more Revenge or Plots may by that 
Head be contrived. Which Head is 

the 
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the Seat of the Imaginary Mind, that 
flows in like a mighty Torrent, as I 
have feen fometimes witneftcd in fbr- 
row; as aifo out of the fame Source the 
flowings of ftrong Reafonings, which 
are as the Artillery of War, that thou 
haft againft me to difplsy. By which 
indeed I grant thou haft overcome 
f World after World, lo that all People, 
Nations, and Languages, have bowed 
and fubmirted to thy Monarchy ; be- 
caufe it is agreeable to an Outward Na¬ 
tural Birtii, which is conceived and 
brought forth out of the Lapfed Womb 
of Rationality. The Life’s Food, of 
I, which is only Senfibility, united with 
thefe grofs and low Elements, in which 
the Univerfe of Creatures confifting, 
do like Natural Children fall under thy 
Starry Dominion, and to all thy Laws 
v and Conftitutions incline, and volunta- 
* rily them obey. Againft fuch, O 
King of the Bottomlefs Pit, thou wilt 
never proclaim War : Only thefe fhall 
live peaceably within thy Gates. But 
for fuch as are again conceived inVir- 
- - gm -WifdomV Womb, and brought 

forth 
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forth from between her Everlafting 
Knees, at whofe Birth the Eternal 
Day-har breaketh out, there is no 
Quarter to be given : Therefore Con-* 
jfultations from thy dark Herodian 
1 Kingdom do begin immediately, as that 
which is not able to bear or hear of an¬ 
other King, that cometh to thwart or 
alter the whole Courfe of Things, as 
l they are eftablifhed in thy Natural and 
Earthly Kingdom. But why, O great 

I Prince of Darknefs, fhouidell thou be 
offended at the Birth of EmmanueL from 
the Virgin Womb ? It will not fo pre- 
fently turn thee out of Dominion and 
Poffeflion every where, as to have no 
place in the Earth more. Why art 
thou fo Jealous? Thy Dominion here 
is large enough, and like fo to be j for 
l the Earthly Inhabitants will ftill be 

I thine, even all fuch as are of the Un¬ 
righteous and Serpently Seed ; there is 
no danger but they will ftill bear thine 
Image, and Likenefs, and fo be on thy 
fide to make War againft the Lamb, 
and his Bride, who are agreed to live, 
and to maintain againft thee, their An¬ 
cient 
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dent Rights, in their Paradifical King- 
dom ; out of which they are refolved 
to throw thee, with all thine accurfed 
and infinuating Powers, whicji like lb 
many Caterpillars would eat holes in, 
and fo fpoil .and devour our Paradifical 
Flowers. Do not think thou fhalt for 
ever ingrofs all Spirits to thy felf: Thy 
Date is feen in Wifdom’s Calendar, 
and the Number of the Time of thy 
Ten-horned Bead aimed accompli (lied, 
when he mud return to his own place, 
and be no more differed to tempt thofe 
that have received the moft Holy, and 
mod Precious Name: Whofe Engra¬ 
ving Within and Without, fhall be 
that fignal Token of Viftory over thee, 
and thy Seven-headed Nations, whom 
thou had called in to thine Aid, if that 
poflibly hereby thou mighted over¬ 
turn the great Defign of Wifdom. 
Who now hath founded her Trumpet, 
that wholbever will fiy to her Banner, 
fhall be fecurely hid from thy Eye, and 
be made fo Strong and Wife, as to do 
fucli Exploits, by the Weapons of 
_ Faith, 
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Faith, as fhall thee Amaze and Ter¬ 
rific. 


Therefore know, that to the Eternal 
Law and Teftimony given forth in 
Paradife ; to that I fay, and fay it 
again, as an immutable Aflertion from 
which I (hall never depart; I am re- 
folved to cleave, and by it to ftand, 
until it fhall make me altogether Righ¬ 
teous , and fo Compleat, that thou 
mayeft be grieved to fee that God 
hath perfected Holinefs in fo high a 
degree, in that which was the Fallen 
Humanity, and which under thy Do¬ 
minion did once lye, but is now reco¬ 
vered out of it by the Mighty Arm o£ 
the Lord of Hofts. And he will guard 
me from thy Fury, JEHOVAH will 
be my Safeguard, yea, the whole 
Blelled Trinity will confult my Secu¬ 
rity, if I am found to confide therein,
